Even among the districts in the

New York 
City and Chicago schools, for 
example, ollow reduced-pay sal> 
badcaU only for study toward a 
required degree or cerweadoa 
Some districts, such as San 
Frandsco, offer endowment-fund- 
ei ihrceiiy getaways to nca^ 
resorts for a regimen of educadon 
workshops. Others, such as 
Rochester, N.Y., oilow teacl^ to 
set aside part of their salaries for 
a leave of absence.

Judge threatens 
to revoke bail 
as Freemen 
retrial begins 

BILLINGS, Mont. (AP) — A 
federal judge threatened 
Tuesday to rei-okc bail for one of 
the Montana Freemen for.mail; 
ing material to a prosecution wit- 
ness as the retrial of the antigov- 
cmmcni extremists opened. 

After excusing the jury for the 
day, U3. District Judge John C. 
Coughenour reminded John P. 

•-ilcGuirc. that he h ad s ent 

McGuire back to jail for similar 
conduct during the Freemen’s 
trial lost spring and that he would 
do it again. 

McGuire. 61, of Calistoga, 
ralif , is one of only three of the 
10 defendants who are anending 
their trial The others, all in cus- 
tody, have refused to enter the 
courtroom, and Coughenour has 
said he will not force them. 

The 10 are being retried on 
charges of fraud, armed robbery 
and firearms riolations which the 
jury in their first trial could not 
agree on. 

The last of the Freemen surren- 
dered in June 1996 after holding 
hundreds of FBI agents at bay for 
81 days around their fann strong- 
hold 30 miles northwest of 
Jordan. Top leaders and several 
secondary figures were convicted 
in two trials here last spring. 

Prosecutors fold the jury in 
opening arguments Tuesday that 
the Montana Freemen conduaed 
a huge hot-dieck scheme to cheat 
and deceive, and it eventually 
turned riolent 

Defense attorneys countered 
that the Freemen acted with a 
good-faith belief that their finan- 
cial system was valid and that 
they had no criminal intent. 

The judge warned McGuire 
after Department of Justice pros- 
• ecuior (ieorge Toscas told him 
that l^ura Arnston, an official at 
Norwest Bank in Butte, had 
recei\-cd a padtet of papers from 
McGuire. Ms. Arnston testified at 
the earlier Freemen triaL 

Coughenour sold he had been 
getting “similar gibberish" from 
McCu^. McGuire can file what- 
ever he wants with the court, but 
sending things to wimesses was 
unacceptable, Coughenour sold. 

McGuire is free on $70,000 
bond Olid several conditions that 
were imposed during the first 
trial. Coughenour ordered 
McGuire jailed then for mating 
militia members around the 
country to come to Billings to 
intercede. When that jury dead- 
locked on all charges against 
McGuire, the judge released him. . ; 
pending retrial 

McGuire, a convicted felon in 
California, is charged with bank 
fraud involving Norwest Bank, 
armed robbery involving an ABC 
television news crew, and five 
firearms violations.

Proper pnin^g should help 
shape a tree. When a pruning 
is hnished, it should look like you 
were never there. You only 
improved on nature. 

Proper pruning m e a ns never 
having to say you’re sorry - for 
ugly stubs and topping cuts that 
Idll bees. Proper pruning means 
alM-ays cutting baA to a biunch 
origin, leaving the c o lla r so it can 
quickly heal itself. 

Hold your hand in frtmt of you. 
See the wrinkle where your 
thumb attaches to your band? 
Pretend your thumb is a tree 
branch that you want to remore. 
You would cut this branch back 
to just outside - the thumb side - 
of the wrinkle. Trees ore made 
the same vn-ay. (Caution: Your 
thumb is for demonshadon pur- 
poses only. Do not cut it oQ.) 

If the branch is cut just outside 
the wrinkle (or collar), the coTbr 
will release hormones that quick- 
ly send bark over the wound to

1 live in the country and ruially 
got a shed five years ago. after 
many years of trudging hundreds 
of feet back and forth from a 
garage to get my garden icwls or 
pul them away. The decision to 
put up a slied was delayed by acs- 
ihetic considerations. My son, 
who has his own house on our 
f.nmily acreage, thought a shed 
near my vegetable garden would 
look ugly. Finally, wc compro- 
• mised, and the shed went up a 
short distance away on a spot 
where trees and rhododendron 
bushes hide it somewhat. 

I did considerable catalog 
broiN-sing liefore buying a 52,000 
wooden slied with asphalt shin- 
gles on the roof. You ran Hnd out 
where to buy slicds by searching 
your Yellow Pages' or the World 
Wide \Veb. Visit 77ie Timcs-iYcii's 
Online’s NewsLink page at 
ht!pJ/vsiNiv.ma(ucvalley.com. 

My supplier delivered the pre- 
fabricated parts by truck. A crew 
that accompanied the truck took 
only a few hours to erect the 
structure on concrete blocks at 
the site, which we had leveled 
beforehand. The shed is 12 feel 
long and 8 feet wide ;md the roof 
• peaks ar higher than 8 feet. It has 
a sturdy floor, wide doonvay and 
two glassed and screened win- 
dows. 

I wasted no lime to stain the 
raw wood dark brown before the 
weather could affect it. Soon 
afterward, I had an electrician 
. bring a cable underground from 
my house. This provides current 
for lighting and for plugging in 
elcciricitv-driven garden appli- 
ances like my lawTimower. chain 
saw, pruncr, grass shears and 
hedge trimmer. It also charges 
the terminal for the electric 
fence I've installed around the 
garden for protection against

deer and raccoons. ^ ^ ' 

Aside from storage of suerr ^ 
tools as' shovels,' hoes -and nikw. - 
the shed is large enough to hold 
the lawnmower, a gas-driven 
fototlllcr.'a leaf blower, sashes - 
for the cold frame, cans of fuel, 
bundles of assorted netting and 
bags of feitilizta' while still leav- 
ing me enough room to walk 
around. I put up shelves along 
the sidewalls to hold pots and an 
ever-growing assortment of plas- 
tic six-pack shells for raising 
seedlings. 

Tve used one outside wall lor 
experimenting with vines. The 
first year, I trained a morning 
rfory on it with beautiful effect. 
But this being on annual, it luted 
only one season. Next I tried a 
perennial, an ampclopsis (porce- 
lain) climbing vine. But it has 
tended to do its leafing only on 
the upper reaches. I’m thinking 
of replacing with a climbing 
hydrangea, which would totally 
mask the wall. 

A shed, or Ican-io, can also go 
up along one wall of a house, of 
course, if you can be luppy with 
the aesthetics. Be sure the door- 
way is vi-idc enough for the lawn- 
moiver. 

Some lumber companies have 
sheds of various sizes already 
assembled on their lots for you to 
examine. Some have glassed 
apertures on the roof that pro- 
vide sunlight if you plan to raise 
seedlings in the shed. Beyond 
that, you can start thinking of 
greenhouses.

Folks ore bringing home elk, 
deer and birds this fall. Since 
hunting season is in full swing. I 
thought a few game redpes from 
one of the world’s great gome 
chefs might be nice. 

Raymond. R. Camp was a 
world-traveled hunter and popu- 
lar chef back in the 1950s. His 
book, •‘Game Cookery," was pub- 
lished in 1958. He hunted from 
Alaska to Antarctica, gathering 
redpes from friends and acquain- 
tances along the way. 

He claimed that the crimes 
committed agairtst the pdatc in 
game cookery are committed in 
ihe field: “When game arrives in 
the Idtchen without proper care, 
it emerges minus the flavor and 
texture It should have.” 

In game cookery, the cliche 
"deonliness is next to godliness" 
is paramount, and the gome must 
be cooled as soon os possible, 
even Is it means renting a cold 
• storage locker in a town near the 
hunting area while fellow 
hunters tog their game.

A statement released by 
Moceanu and her parents stated:

' haw resolved their differences. 

It is anticipated that an agree- 
ment will be submitted to Judge 
■John Montgomery for appros^aL" 

The announcement came after 
the gymnast and her parents 
met facc-io-face for several 
hours Tuesday in their first 
meeting since she left home and 
filed a lawsuit demanding to be 
declared a legal adult so she 
could get answers about how her

Direct 
IV cuireiitiy is in only 4.1 million 
homes. 

Direct T\' will .sliow the 34-36 
games in each market that are 
not scheduled to be on the local 
CHS affiliate. The network will 
continue to'cover the 63-game 
tournament in the s.ame way, 
offering one game of regional 
iniere.si in each time slot with 
limited .switching to other games. 

CBS and the NCAA - which 
will share in the undisclosed 
rights fee paid by Direct TV - 
decided not to offer pay pcr-vicw 
games to other satellite systems 
nr local cable operators, as <\ilC 
and ESI’N do for college football 
ganles. Cable pay-per-view could 
be available in close to 70 million 
homes. 

CBS Spurts pre.sident Scan 
McManus said one of the keys to 
this deal was the .small numlxtr of 
homes in which Direct TV is 
available, limiting the compeli- 
lion'io'CBS’afrtHiUes. / 

“We wanted to give this ser- 
vice to a relatively .small group of 


people who want to' see particu- 
lar games, ssithout damaging the 
presentation on CBS," McManus 
said. “Wc never considered a 
cable package. That would ha\-c 
damaged the television proper- 
ty.” 

But if the limited buy rate for 
ABC's college football games is 
an indicator, CBS could more 
than make up the money lost by 
affiliates with the increase in 
people paying to see games. 

"Pay.pcr-view is just a small 
blip on the radar screen," ABC 
Sports spokesman Mark Mnndel 
said. 

“Affiliates understand that 
pay-per-view has little or no 
impact on their ratings and they 
understand it is good for college 
football fans and good for the 
networks." 

Direct TV will not disclose the 
pricing system for the games 
until early 1999. It could offer 
f.ins the ability to purchase the 
entire tournament or games on 
an a la carte basis or tx>th. 

“We will try to make It as fan 
friendly and simple os possible," 
siiid Eddy Hartcnstcin, president 
of Direct TV. 

I1ic deal can't guaraniee fans 
that they can sec every game in 
it.s cmirety.

Even with the 
small lo^ the index of smaller 
companies has rebounded by 
about 60 points, or 20 percent, 
from a 2 — ond-one-half-ycar low 
reached Oct. 8. 

-The Dow, which less than three 
weeks ago was sinking toward 
7,400, has now lost about lost 167 
points in three sessions after 


jumping nearly 600 points during 
a seven-session winning streak. . 

“It’s not really shocking that 
the market needs to take a little 
breather," said Tony Dwyer, 
chief equity strategist at 
Ladenburg Thalmann & Co. 
“People have to realize how far 
above the lows we arc. I’m really 
bullish, but you have to take a 
breather at some point.” 

The market rebound has come 
amid optimism that falling inter- 
est rates at the Federal Resene 
and in the bond market will off- 
set the dr^ of economic instabili- 
ty abroad.

client arena." Client arena refers 
to the market for Internet 
browsers, used to view informa- 
don on tlw World Wide Web. 

The next goal on Mkrosofi’slist 
was to “astiid cold or hot war with 
Netscape. Keep them from sabo- 
taging our platform csnlutioa." 

The memo was dated June 1. 
1993, weeks before a key June 21 
meeting during which Microsoft 
allegedly offered to illegally 
dix*vy' up the Internet software 
market with Netscape. 

Microsoft, in turn, accused 
Netscape on Monday of setting 
up that June 21 meeting to hdp 
the Justice Department in its 
ins-estigadan into Microsoft’s pos-
